Grave find postpones peace talk

The discovery of a mass grave of 
mutilated bodies in a small Turkish 
Cypriot village has postponed peace 
talks on divided Cyprus and hardened 
the island s warring communities 


Turkish Cypriot leader Kauf Denklash 
accused Greek Cypriots Monday of the 
mass murder 
of up to 85 persons in 
the village of Maratha along the island s 
eastern coast 


Denktash said searchers found 35 
bullet-riddled bodies at the village and 
expected to uncover at least 50 more. 
Turkish soldiers, wearing handkerchiefs 
over their faces, kept up digging for 
more bodies. 


He said the killers wired the victims’ 
wrists together and then opened fire on 
the helpless villagers. He said some of 
the dead were beheaded 


This added the final salt to our 


wounds. 
Denktash said as he angrily 
called off Monday s scheduled talks with 
President Glafkos Clerides, leader of 
the island s Greek Cypriot community

Decision due tonight 
on fifth council slot 


It s the last item on tonight s City 
Council agenda but without doubt also 
the most important. 
Under the heading of new business, 
the local panel tonight will decide 
whether to appoint or set up a special 
election for a replacement for late 
Councilman Sol Lefkowitz, who died of a 
still undisclosed illness August 15. 


The session opens at 7:30 p.m. at City 
Hall, 119 West Walnut Ave. 
E lin o r 
Lefkow itz, 
the 
late 
councilmans widow; Robert Kramg, 
planning commissioner and economic 
development activist; and Fred Bock, 
fourth strongest vote getter in the 
March municipal election, have all been 
mentioned as appointment contenders. 


If the council opts for a special 
municipal election to fill the vacancy, 
the balloting could not take place until 
March, 1975, leaving a six-month hiatus 
in which there would be only four local 
council members instead of the normal 
five. 
A new stale law requires such special 
city elections to be held only in 
consolidation with general, primary and 


normally scheduled city elections. The 
state mandated closing deadlines for 
filing for the November general election 
have 
already passed along with the 
deadline for consolidating a municipal 
election with the November general. 
The council has a variety of options on 
appointment. It could appoint for the 
remainder of Lefkowitz elected term — 
which runs until 1978 
Or, it could 
appoint a replacement to serve until the 
next counciimamc election in 1976, at 
which time there would have to be a 
special, 
separate 
election 
for 
the 
remaining two years of Lefkowitz term. 
Should the council decide to appoint a 
replacement tonight, it might also make 
the appointment tonight. At least one 
council member, Mayor E. C. Stevens, 
has gone on record favoring public 
deliberation of the election-appointment 
question as well as public choice of a 
new council member if appointment is 
favored 
Councilman Art Scott has gone on 
record favoring appointment and a 
private council selection, which is legal 
under California law, according to City 
Attorney Alan Davidson

Riles tells school problems 


SACRAMENTO (U P li - Long term 
solutions must be found for the pressing 
problems of school financing, collective 
bargaining and declining enrollments to 
protect 
the 
future 
well-being 
of 
California’s public school system, the 
state's top educator said today. 
But state Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Wilson Riles also said “ it is 
clear that we can meet these pressing 
problems” because of California's past 
record of “ educational achievement 
"We must act as rapidly as possible to 
provide relieve to our school districts,’’ 
Riles warned in a report on the "State of 
Education m California 
The 
superintendent 
called 
for 
legislation to enable school districts to 
cope with “ runaway inflation in order 
to “ meet rising costs without increasing 
taxes 
He termed as a 
‘temporary relief 
measure ’ legislation before Governor 
Ronald Reagan that would increase 
slate aid to schools to meet operational 
costs driven up by inflation He said 


legislation should include a 
realistic 
inflation 
index 
which 
will 
more 
accurately relate to economic trends 
Riles also said legislation must be 
created that will be in “ full compliance'' 
with the requirements set forth in the 
historic Serrano opinion of 1971 by the 
state Supreme Court 
The riding, which was used in a 1974 
Superior Court decision, decreed that no 
substantial disparities can exist in 
educational 
expenditures 
between 
school districts based on the assessed 
valuation of real property 
“ Whatever method we use to meet the 
requirements of Serrano, it must not be 
a method that equalizes poverty,” Riles 
said. “ We must improve the support of 
education, not make all districts equally 
poor.” 
Riles termed the issue of collective 
bargaining is “ potentially the most 
explosive problem facing education in 
the state. 
He said his office would “ do whatever 
is in our power to help keep schools open 


and 
functioning 
and pleaded with 
teachers and administrators not to 
“ abdicate our responsibility" to meet 
the needs of California education 
The superintendent said declining 
enrollments 
are not going to be 
resolved with simple solutions, He said 
school districts are facing problems of 
reduced staff needs, increased pupil 
costs, 
and 
adjusted 
transportation 
services 
and 
educational 
program 
offerings 
“ We can use this period as a time to 
consolidate, to plan for the future, or we 
can panic and make unwise decisions 
which will hamper us for decades, ’ 
Riles said “ We intend to choose the 
first course of action 
Riles pointed to successful programs 
for 
early 
childhood 
education, 
handicapped and bilingual education, 
development centers and year round 
schooling As a measure of the success, 
Riles said many districts had reversed 
or halted a downward trend in achieve 
ment levels.

dropped At his trial he claimed 
he worked for the CIA and that 
his flight was part of a cover 
for future operations. The CIA 
denied it, and he spent two 
years in prison 
In June of 1970 he claimed to 
be among 57 hostages released 
by Palestinian guerrillas. 
Later in 1970 he chartered a 
plane in Bangkok, saying he 


was a Hollywood agent seeking 
a site for a new fUm. Then at 
gunpoint he ordered the pilot to 
fly to North Vietnam and land 
him on a beach The pilot flew 
off as villagers closed in on 


His name next turned up on a 
list of prisoners being released 
from North Vietnam in March

WASHINGTON ( U P I i- The 
landmark pension reform bill 
signed by President Ford in a 
festive Labor Day ceremony 
will create the first federal 
machinery to regulate private 
retirement plans and guarantee 
the 
rights of 
more than 30 
million 
workers enrolled 
in 
them. 
It 
is 
designed 
to 
assure 
workers who have been em ­ 
ployed long enough 
to earn 
pension rights that nothing 
including 
dismissal, 
resigna 
tion, layoffs, sickness or even 
the bankruptcy or shutdown of 
their company 
can deprive 
them of their benefits when 
they retire 
The 
legislation establishes 
federal 
mi ni mum 
requirements 
for 
pension 
participation, vesting, funding 
and 
management, 
with 
stiff 
criminal penalties for fraud or 
conflict 
of 
interest 
in 
the 
management of pension funds 
now estimated to total more 
than $160 billion 
Taken together, these stand 
ards guarantee that a worker 
over 25 years of age who has 
worked five to 10 years under a 
pension plan will receive at 
retirement 
age 
at 
least

partial pension, and after 15 
years will be entitled to a full 
pension based on his years of 
service 
They also guarantee that his 
company will have set aside 
enough 
money 
to

MONTICELLO, New York — (N EA ) — A pocket of ap* 
pi a use was heard from behind the makeshift stands and fold­ 
ing chairs in the Kutsher’s Country Club fieldhouse in the 
Catskill Mountains. Within moments the rest of the 2,500 kids 
and adults here erupted in cheers, too, as 7-foot-2-inch Wilt 
Chamberlain, customarily tardy, emerged onto the basket­ 
ball court just before the start of the annual Maurice Stokes 
Memorial Game, 
He gripped one huge white sneaker in each of his black 
hands and raised up his mighty arms from his massive torso 
as, on contrastingly thoroughbred-thin legs, he lightly 
traipsed across court on stocking feet. 
His small laughing eyes on his familiar mustache-and- 
goateed face said that he was enjoying, as always, being 
center stage — and mischievous. 
This was the game thal included NBA and ABA stars and 
rookies, from Jo Jo White to Len Elmore, and is played here 
each year in honor of Maurice Stokes, former NBA standout 
who was injured years ago in a league game, became 
paralyzed and died in 1970 after spending the rest of his life 
in a wheelchair trying to regain his speech and bodily move­ 
ments. 
Wilt makes this game every year, for Stokes’ memory and 
for the fund for old basketball players that the money goes 
to, and because he feels a sense of loyalty to Kutsher’s, which 
employed him a ' a summer bellhop, the largest in history, 
when he was a se.iior in high school 
This game was all the more surprising for Wilt to make 
since he had not played in a game in over 16 months, the last 
one being when he was the Los Angeles Laker center in the 
1973 NBA finals. 
The next season he went to San Diego of the ABA, as coach 
and player. But a chink in his Laker contract prevented him 
from playing for San Diego for one year. 
In this Stokes game, of which he played 24 of the maximum 
40 minutes (presumably to test himself), he displayed the 
same formidable abilities of bygone days, his muscular, un­ 
fat body sweating from voluminous pores. He set screens 
that would stop a Mack truck; he pulled down rebounds that 
only a derrick could have contested; and he swatted away 
shots with a joyously disdainful ease. 
“ He could play till he’s 50,” said Red Auerbach, Boston 
Celtic general manager, who was coaching one of the teams 
this night. 
Wilt has just turned 38, however, and the age still shows, as 
it has for the last several years, in his offense. He has not 
been a dominating scorer for some time, though he still holds 
so many scoring records that the N BA record book looks like 
it has a terrible case of the stutters. 
He tried one shot from in close, a kind of turn around, and 
it hit weakly off the rim. In the corner once, he had an open 
shot. The crowd sauealed for him to shoot. He wobbled his 
knees in mock fright, and passed off. 
He was his old miserable self at the free throw line. He had 
two free throws. His first missed everything. His second hit 
the back rim and bounced off. 
“ Not bad for W ilt," said a reporter. “ He’s hit the rim on 
fifty per cent of his free throws tonight.’’ 
For Wilt- 
watchers, the major question is, What will Wilt do next? Will 
he return to San Diego as coach, as player, as player-coach 
or not return there at all? He is now tree to do any or all on a 
contract that calls for him to make $600,000 a year if he 
decides to participate with the team. 
He is also a free agent, if he so desires. And there has been 
speculation that he would like to play for the New York 
Knicks. 
Or will he head a new professional volleyball league? 
After the game, in a lounge in the country club, Wilt now in 
flowered yellow sport shirt, sat with Billy Cunningham and 
Matty Guokas, once teammates of his with Philadelphia, and 
talked of his future. 
“ I want to stay on the West Coast,” said Wilt. “ I want to 
stay near the sand so I can play volleyball during the basket­ 
ball season, if I play basketball.

If you are looking for a way to get out 
from under rising grocery bills, don t 
buy an egg ranch The all American 
dream of the amoitious young couple or 
the tired wage earner family seeking 
independence by setUing on a small 
farm and raising chickens has become 
an illusion 
Despite the fact that California is the 
largest egg producing state m the 
nation, it is no longer a profitable field 
for the small operator. 
The plight of the smaller chicken 
ranches was foretold last year in a study 
by Security Pacific Bank which reported 
"If 
the 
present 
trends 
conUnue 
indefinitely, egg production costs could 
soon 
permanently 
exceed 
prices 
received, costs appear to be trending 
upward while egg supplies continue to 
outstrip a slowly growing demand, 
forcing prices downward." 
The "downward trend in egg prices 
will 
gradually 
force 
higher 
cost 
producers, 
generally 
the 
smaller 
ranches, which are unable to reap the 
economies associated with purchase and 
storage of huge quantities of feed, 
mechanized feeding, etc., out of the 
market." 
The report also held that ‘‘the growing 
initial costs of building an efficient egg 
ranch will discourage new firms from 
entering. The resultant reduction in 
total eggs produced will begin to right 
the imbalance 
between supply and 
demand at sustainable long run prices, 
leaving the industry with fewer but 
larger ranches and 
higher 
market 
prices ” 
The 
California 
Department 
of 
Agriculture reported that the near 8 
million cases of eggs produced in 1973 
was an 11 per cent drop from the 
previous year. This was due largely to 
the forced slaughter of 11 million laying 
bens in 1972 as a result of an outbreak 
of 
Newcastle 
disease 
That 
was 
equivalent to one fourth the 1971 hen 
population 
And, while the number of laying hens 
climbed back to 37 million the total 
number 
of 
m ajor 
producers 
in 
California now numbers only about 600 
Petaluma, once the "egg basket of the 
world' 
by Chamber of Commerce 
claims, is hardly any longer on the egg 
map as the smaller ranches have 
disappeared and the chickens have 
shifted to the northern San Joaquin 
Valley, largely Stanislaus and Merced 
counties, and to San Bernardino, San 
Diego and Riverside counties Riverside 
today is the largest egg producing 
county in the U.S. 
And, while California seldom imports 


eggs, usually having a suiplus for 
export, egg prices are not too different 
from the rest of the nation This is 
because of the nationwide character of 
the 
egg 
market. 
If 
prices 
rise 
temporarily here above the Denver 
market, for example, there would be an 
upsurge of eggs shipped from there 
This would have the effect of equalizing 
prices between the two markets. 
Although the study is bad news for 
prospective small chicken farmers, it 
has encouragement for the housewife. 
For, the forcing out of the smaller 
ranchers will neither materially affect 
total 
production 
nor 
the 
pnces 
Production 
simply 
becomes 
more 
efficient and the price of eggs does not 


necessarily follow the ups and downs of 
production. State records for the current 
market show that while egg production 
dropped from a high in April to a low in 
June, retail market prices also fell to a 
low in June. 
As the study reflected, low prices do 
not increase demand and high prices do 
not decrease consumption And, even 
though the public’s egg eating habits 
have declined since WW II with the shift 
from 
hearty 
breakfasts 
to 
quick 
morning 
snacks 
and 
the 
passing 
cholesterol fad scared some away from 
eggs, 
dieticians 
and 
consum er 
advocates contend that eggs, being high 
protein, are still one of the best buys for 
the budget conscious housewife.

In their comparatively modest six- 
bedroom house here in Seal Harbor on a 
spit of land jutting out into the cove, 
Nelson, his wife, Happy, and their two 
sons Nelson Jr. and Mark, have been 
able to lead the simple life, beach 
walking, beach picnics, sailing It is the 
kind of simple life only a large income 
makes possible 
Public life is nothing new to the four- 
times governor of New York who hold 
over the years so many appointive 
positions in the federal government The 
vice presidency is, however, different in 
that it is a constitutional office requiring 
confirmation by the Senate and the 
House. 
If he is concerned over the loss of his 
privacy and the fact that congressional 
committees 
will 
comb 
over 
the 
mountain of the Rockefeller fortune, he 
shows no sign of it. On the contrary the 
e a g e rn e ss, 
the 
z e st, 
long 
a 
characteristic of the public man, is 
uppermost as he contemplates his new 
life. 
Naturally his political rivals in New 
York have been green with envy at the 
advantage his money gave him. One 
such rival was former Mayor John V. 
Lindsay In the midst of one of the many 
feuds between Rockefeller and Lindsay, 
the Mayor turned on this reporter to 
demand indignantly; 
"Why don’t you tell the truth once in a 
while? 
Why 
don’t 
you 
say 
that 
Rockefeller’s personal fortune is $1.2 
billion So what does he care if he spends 
$15 or $20 million on an election 
campaign9” 
Inquiry directed to those with some 
knowledge indicated that $1 2 billion was 
high as an estimate of Rockefeller’s 
personal fortune. It might be as much as 
$800 million. The estimate of spending in 
his several campaigns, much of the 
money his own, was more nearly 
correct. 
The point today is that this is 
irrelevant. 
From the time of old John D. and his 
oil monopoly the Rockefeller fortune 
has grown like a great coral reef 
extending deeper and deeper into every 
branch of the American economy. 
Building on itself, just as a coral reef 
builds on itself, the money, shepherded 
by battalions of lawyers, trust officers 
and bankers, begat in each generation 
more money. 
So closely knit is the whole family 
operation that it may be difficult if not 
impossible to sort out Nelson’s private 
share. He is said to have less than his 
brothers if only because he has spent 
generously on his public career. 
Nelson was largely responsible for 
building Rockefeller Center in the heart 
of Manhattan at the bottom of the 
Depression. He was president and later 
chairman of the board well into the ’50s. 
Built with Depression dollars, that 
massive pile with its plaza, skating nnk, 
gardens, is worth today many times 
over what it cost. To pursue this kind of 
arithmetic in any congressional inquiry 
will be an exercise in futility since in its 
scope even Rockefeller Center is only an 
item on a ledger. 
The Rockefeller philanthropies have 
had 
an 
immeasureable 
effect 
on 
American life. In the arts, medicine, 
science, they have contributed advances 
in almost every field Nelson has been a 
foremost 
art 
collector 
contributing 
richly to the Museum of Modern Art in 
New York. 
Many men of large wealth have been 
named to posts requiring congressional 
confirmation When David Packard was 
appointed Deputy Secretary of Defense 
his personal fortune was estimated at 
$400 million, most of it in the stock of 
Hewlett, 
Packard, 
an 
electronics 
company which he and his partner built 
from nothing. 
Since the stock could not have been 
sold without great loss, 
Packard s 
holding was put in trust and the 
increment when he left office given to 
good works 
The case of Rockefeller, who has 
devoted most of his career to public life, 
is unique and should be so considered. 
To 
dig 
interminably 
into 
the 
interstices of the Rockefeller fortune 
can only delay the day when he wUl 
assume a new and important role in a 
new administration

Council session last night as the lor a I 
panel acted to hike local electrical rates 
and commit up to £>0.000 to a project to 
get the city into the geothermal power 
generating business 
The board increased local electricity 
bills & 4 per cent effective immediately 
and IS 6 per cent effective on January I , 
1975 The move came in reaction to an 
approximate 15 per cent wholesale 
power rate increase asked by Pacific 
(¿as and Electric Company (PG4cE) and 
recently upheld by the Federal Power 
Commission < FP C » 
City Administrator (iene Wählers told 
the council and an overflow audience 
that the recent wholesale hike, coupled 
with an earlier 25 per cent increase, has 
boosted the city’s power bill by 910,000 
per 
month 
The net result of the 
increases, he added, has been that 
power costs to the city have soared in 
excess of $250.000 since Apnl of last 
year. 
Wählers also detailed that inflation 
has 
eroded 
Lompoc's 
electrical 
equipment budget He pointed by way of 
example at a small cable purchase 
which totalled $1,300 several months ago 
and now costs the city $3,900. 
The city of Lompoc owns its own 
power 
distribution 
system, 
buys 
electricity wholesale from PG&E and 
has vended it at a prof it to its cituens 
The approved rate increases. Wählers

It’s at an impasse. 
Lompoc’s four member City Council 
last night at first decided to appoint a 
fifth member rather than wait six 
months to elect one. But after three 
hours, the panel was unable to grant a 
three vote mandate to any of five 
candidates nominated from the floor 
and wound up adjourning the tug-of-war 
until Tuesday, September 10, at 7:30 
p.m. 
At that time, the entire nomination 
and voting process could come full 
circle. If the even-numbered board does 
not make an appointment by 11:59 p.m. 
September 14, the question goes to the 
public w a special councilmanic election 
in March, 1975 with the winner serving 
the remaining three years of the term of 
late Councilman Sol Lefkowitz. 
Lefkowitz, who died August 15, was 
elected to a second four year term on 
the board last March 5. 
An election is what Mayor E. C. 
Stevens wanted all along and nine of 
eleven speakers from the floor backed 
the idea, even though it would mean 
going another six months with a four 
member council. 
Speakers alluded to “ hard feelings and 
resentment” 
that 
they 
felt 
would 
accompany any appointment and Parks 
and Recreation Commission Chairman 
Joe Valencia capsulized the mood by 
saying, “ For the next three years we’re 
going to have someone deciding how to 
spend $6 million. If he's going to be 
doing that, 1 want him to have my vote.” 
The question of the $3,200 to $3,400 cost 
of the election never rose to the status of 
a full fledged issue, with all sides 
conceding that wouldn’t be too much to

in Lompoc 
Unified School District fell about 700 
students short of original projections, it 
was 
announced 
today, 
but 
Alice 
Milligan, 
assistant 
superintendent 
predicted 
several 
hundred 
more 
students would come into the fold in a 
couple of weeks. 
She gave no reasons for her optimistic 
predictions 


Total enrollment yesterday in grades 
kindergarten through 12 was 11,017 
students Mrs. Milligan had projected 
11,700 students, although staffing — 
hiring of teachers — had been based on 
an expected student population of 11,160 


School 
opened 
yesterday 
in 
the 
district's 18 facilities. A breakdown of 
the first day enrollment shows 5,440 
students in grades kindergarten through 
6; and 5,577 in grades 7 through 12 
Some of the decline was noted at 
Cabrillo High School where only 1,725 
students showed up compared to a 


projection for the school of 
1,883. 
However, 
Mrs 
Milligan 
said 
she 
expected the school's population would 
be increased in the next few days. She 
said the opening day of school yesterday 
was about a week ahead of the opening 
dates in many other districts, a fact that 
may have escaped some parents who are 
still on vacation. 
Enrollment at Lompoc High School at 
1,861 
students 
was 
close 
to 
the 
projection of 1,872 
One surprise, Mrs. Milligan said was 
the unexpectedly high enrollment for 
kindergarten at Los Padres School. An

WASHINGTON (U P I) — Army Chief 
of Staff Creighton W. Abrams, who led 
the relief column to Bastogne in the 
Battle of the Bulge of 1944 and organized 
the end of U.S. troop involvement in 
Vietnam, died early today just 11 days 
short of his 60th birthday. 
The Army said Abrams died at 12:35 
a.m. ED T with his wife, Julia, and five 
of their six children at his bedside in 
Walter Reed Army Hospital. Two of 
their sons are active Army officers. 
An Army chaplain. Col. John D. 
Benson, a monsignor in a Roman 
Catholic church and a close family 
friend, also was at Abrams' bedside and 
administered 
the last rites of the 
church. 
Abrams was converted to 
Catholicism, his wife’s faith, in 1970 
while serving in Vietnam. 


Abrams died of “ complications that 
developed during recovery from the 
surgical removal of a cancerous lung,” 
the Army said. The lung was removed 12 
weeks ago and Abrams had returned to 
his desk on a part-time basis before 
being readmitted to Walter Reed three 
weeks ago when 
two 
Mood 
clots 
discovered —one in his leg and the other 
in his remaining lung 
A spokesman described the principal 
“ complication” as the strain placed on 
Abrams' heart, which had to pump much 
harder to force blood past the clot so it 
could reach the remaining lung. 
Gruff and with a cigar perpetually 
clasped in his lips, Abrams always 
looked the role of the crusty old general. 
But his greatest passion was classical 
music. 


Abrams was the 26th Army chief of 
staff since the post was created in 1903. 
He was the first to die in office. His 
death came exactly ten years after he 
was promoted to four star rank —a long 
time to serve in so high a rank. 
Abrams will be buried at Arlington 
National Cemetery which adjoins Ft 
Myer, 
where 
he 
lived. 
Funeral 
arrangements were to be announced 
later in the day. 
During Abrams' hospitalization, the 
Army vice chief of staff, Gen. Frederick 
C. Weyand, subbed for his ailing boss on 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff and in command 
of Army forces. 
Weyand, exactly two years younger 
than Abrams, immediately took over as 
acting chief of staff until President Ford 
names 
a 
successor. 
Weyand 
was 
believed to have a good chance of being 
named to succeed Abrams 
In June, as Abrams was recovering 
from 
his 
lung 
operation, 
Defense 
Secretary James R. Schlesinger called 
the general 
‘one of our authentic 
national heroes." He lamented that the 
pinnacle of Abrams career came in the 
Vietnam war, a war Americans would 
prefer to forget 
“ In 
different 
times 
and 
in 
circumstances of a different conflict 
than Southeast Asia, I think it would be 
recognized universally by the American 
public and he would be universally 
acclaimed as one of America’s greatest 
soldiers and heroes," Schlesinger said 
When be died, Abrams still bad two 
more years to serve of his four-year 
term as chief of staff.

The special terms used by 
the canine fans is a good place 
to start Males are called dogs 
while the females are bitches 
Puppies are dogs or bitches 


under one year of age 
A canine termed a champion 
is one that is considered an 
excellent specimen of a breed 
and one that has earned its title 
by being awarded points by 
qualified, licensed judges The 
American Kennel Club awards 
the title to dogs who have 
earned points ui competition 
with others of the same breed 
at an AKC-licensed show 
Dogs are awarded anywhere 
from zero to five points at a 
single show 
The number of 
points awarded is based upon 
the number of dogs of the same 
breed the winner defeated that 
day. A three to five point a ward 
is considered a "m ajor” win. 
The 
m ajo r 
w ins 
are 
im portant 
because 
each 
champion must have at least 
two "m ajor" point wins under 
two separate judges before it 
can earn a championship title 
A 
third 
judge 
plus 
an 
accumulation of 15 points is 
also necessary. 


And major point wins aren’t 
easy to come by. In some of the 
popular breeds like German 
Shepherd (m ales), a winner

A Papillon. a less well-known 
and less popular dog, would 
only have to compete against 
four others of the same breed 
to gain a major win.

The judges who look over the 
merits of each dog are licensed 


by the American Kennel Gub 
to criticize one or more breeds. 
Most of the judges of the 
Lompoc Valley Kennel Gub 
are licensed for several breeds 
Derek Rayne of Carmel, also a 
local club member, is certified 
to judge all breeds. 
In order to be licensed, a 
judge must be knowledgeable 
m the breed, know the standard 
of perfection for the breed and 
display his competence. In the 
actual judging, he will compare 
each of the dogs within the

Perfection" 
written and adopted for that 
breed by the breed’s parent 
club and the American Kennel 
Gub. 


This Standard of Perfection 
is a written description of the 
"perfect 
specimen 
of

Breeders and judges say that 
the "perfect" dog has not yet 
been 
bred, 
but

compares each specimen to see 
how closely it “ conforms” to 
the Standard of Perfection and 
awards his first through fourth- 
places accordingly.

Indian 
jewelry 
acclaimed

To Indians, turquoise is bits oi the 
sky that has fallen into the earth It 
symbolizes 
purity 
loyalty 
and 
happiness 
It is the stone most 
frequently used in I heir personal 
jewelry The quality of an Indian * 
jewelry set his position and fine 
craftsm anship was a m atter of 
pride It was only in the most din* 
circum stances he sold the family 
pieces, made of the best quality 
gems he could find Then he most 
often pawned rather than sold his 
treasures, in hopes of repossession 
These pawn pieces bring highest 
prices on the market today Buyers 
are 
advised 
to 
keep 
the 
tags 
attached as proof of authenticity 
The lag helps increase future value 
That value of turquoise and silver 
jewelry has greatly increased is 
most apparent to those who have 
appreciated the gem since earlier 
years A 30 inch string of beautifully 
matched stones purchased in the 
early 1930 s is now appraised at 
$1,500 as against its original price 
of $37 j O it happens to be a pawn 
piece Other old lime pieces have 
jumped in value with the fairly new 
nationwide 
interest 
in 
Indian 
turquoise and silver 
Purchasers 
feel it is a good investment Silver 
has increased greatly in value, 
many of the old lurquooe mines 
have been abandoned as worked 
out Still many fine pieces are to be 
found and most jewelers these days 
are featuring their finds In Lompoc 
as in other locales, one sees silver 
and turquoise as the 
in thing 
It is 
worn by all ages, both feminine and 
masculine 
Squash 
blossom 
necklaces, 
symbol of fertility, are extrem ely 
popular and come in a variety of 
styles, some most ornate 
These 
share favor with bracelets, rings. 
Concha belLs. pins, pendants and 
earrings, 
bolo 
tie 
slides, 
belt 
buckles and cuff links 
The use of turquoise, shell, jet 
and coral as personal adornment by 
Southwestern Indians dates from 
prehistoric times and the use of 
silver by the Navajo. Zuni and Hopi. 
is more than IUU years old 
As early as four thousand years 
before Christ, the most cherished 
gems 
of 
the 
Egyptians 
were 
turquoise 
and 
lapis 
Today 
turquoise is the gem chosen as the 
birthslone for December It stands 
for success In ancient tim es it was 
not the sparkle of a gem which 
attracted men but rather the beauty 
of color 
In much of the ancient jewelry 
from Egypt and Cyprus, cleverly 
colored bits of clay were used to 
im itate the genuine gem. proving 
that our civilization is not the first, 
nor probably the last, to see gems 
imitated 
In 
the 
old 
Egyptian 
jewelry it was not uncommon to 
find the imitation set beside the 
genuine 
But even though gems 
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have been im itated for thousands of 
years, the desirability and value of 
the 
genuine 
have 
never 
been 
seriously affected 
Turquoise probably derives its 
name from an old French word 
meaning 
‘Turkish gem 
because 
the first cam e to Europe from 
Persia by way of Turkey It is called 
the gem of prosperity and victory 
over affairs of the heart 
By many prim itive and ancient 
peoples, it has been chosen as the 
gemslone for the male, and no 
Navajo Indian could hope to retain 
his 
social 
position 
unless 
he 
possessed at least one piece of 
turquoise jewelry 
In Germany the turquoise was 
often selected for engagement or 
friendship rings because of the 
belief that should the w earer be 
unfaithful,- the gem color would 
change 
The most valued and desired 
color is sky blue — the blue ot a 
cloudless sky on a clear day in 
autumn This f ine color comes f rom 
Persia 
and 
has 
long

national gem 
There it is called 
Piruzeh. 
meaning victorious 
Americans 
are 
most 
fam iliar 
with the turquoise of Arizona and 
New Mexico, with shadings of blue 
to green varying according to the 
mine from which the gem stone 
came Authorities can tell not only 
the mine but the age of a particular 
turquoise and read the artistry of an

Zunis are m asters of needlepoint 
gem work and their channel and 
inlay of turquoise, shell and jet The 
true needlepoint, now rare and 
expensive, is stone shaped and 
finished to a fine point at both ends, 
with each piece set in a silver 
bezeled com partm ent. A modified 
version is called petit point This 
may have one round end. be a very 
small oval or round cut stone It is 
still lovely. 
Standup figurines of inlay and 
mosaic are true works of art as are

appraised 
from $1.000 a strand 
valued according to the maker and 
characteristics.

single fetish, 
properly authenticated, may cost at 
least $60 
Whatever the cost, the innate 
beauty of Indian jewelry makes it a 
treasure for the present and years 
to come

Like catUe on the range, crabs 
and other crustaceans soon 
may be branded —not by the 
typical Western hotiron brand 
but possibly by a laser beam. 
Researchers at Oregon State 
University are investigating 
the feasibility of marking crabs 
to track and study crustacean 
populations as they proceed 
through their migratory pro­ 
cess. 
"Tagging or marking crabs 
with plastic discs or paint has 
proven unsatisfactory," said 
Richard Stroud, research as­ 
sociate m veterinary medicine 
at OSU. "The crab, like all 
crustaceans, periodically sheds 
its shell to replace it with a 
larger one, a process called 
molting. 
When the shell is 
discarded, so is the tag or the 
paint mark." 
By laser branding, Stroud 
hopes to provide a marking of 
an indefinite duration. Another 
method Stroud is investigating 
is to mark crabs with a copper 
branding iron cooled to subzero 
temperatures. 
The effect obtained by both 
freezing and laser beam brand­ 
ing is one of damaging pigment 
cells in the crab and causing a 
discoloration —black to white 
—which will last through the 
crab's molting cycle. 
A crab is caught, put in front 
of the laser beam and shot with 
an intensity of light for what 
Stroud said is only a mi­ 
crosecond. Stroud said further 
studies must determine what

length 
is

brander. 
Stroud said the procedure is 
painless, although the "pop 
the striking laser beam makes 
may scare the creature. 
The preliminary experiments 
have been encouraging but 
Stroud is cautious about the 
future of the laser branding 
technique.

Watching Curt Gowdy on the tube is 
like watching a Ron Ziegler press 
conference 
you can bet your last 
baseball card only one view will be 
presented 
Let’s face it. baseball isn’t the fastest 
moving sport in the world, especially on 
tv It has plently of spots when nothing 
actually happens 
And dunng these 
prolonged “nothing spots ’ Gowdy feels 
compelled to give his thoughts on the 
great national pastime. 
Sure, baseball is a good sport But the 
way Gowdy tells (sells’ ! it, pro ball is 
as pure as the driven snow. 
Take, for example, the 211 hitter who 
has been in a slump for three weeks His 
team has dropped two places in the 
standings. 
The fans want to know about trade 
rumors, why he’s not hitting and the 
trouble between him and the manager. 
But Gowdy wouldn't touch controversy 
with a 40-ounce bat 
Instead, the broadcasting marvel tells 
us about the wonderful work the player 
does in the off season for some chanty 
(which he uses as a write-off anyway). 
Or how about when the ump behind the 
plate has made such a bad call that even 
the first-base umpire is laughing at him. 
How does Gowdy react? 
“ You know. Tony, those umpires have 
the hardest job in the world They can 
never please anyone ' ’ 
Tony answers: "Curt you couldn't be 
more correct. The fans just don’t realize 
how hard the job actually is. ” 
And those outrageous managers like 
Bobby Winkles, recently fired, and 
Sparky 
Anderson 
who 
insist 
their 
players be neatly shaved and trimmed. 
This is one of the biggest jokes in 
professional athletics 
There might be a player making 
190,000 a year but the ol' manager won t 
budge an inch on the hair-length rules. 
Will Gowdy mention that it's a silly rule 
and should be abolished? 
No, but he might say something like: 
“ You know, it’s remarkable how 
devoted 
these 
players are 
to the 
manager. 
While 
everyone 
else 
is 
running around in the modem style, the 
players still 
have 
respect for the 
authority of the manager.” 
But he fails to mention that if the hair 
rules are broken the player will be 
sitting on the bench. 
Or there’s the one where the shortstop 
picks up a grounder, drops it, picks it up 
and then overthrows first. 
Take it Curt: 
“ 1 tell you, that 
Astroturf 
is 
really 
unpredictable. 
What’s strange is that it’s not the hard 
chances the players muff — it's the easy 
ones any kid in high school would have 
no trouble with.” 
And as Gowdy apologizes for the 
grade school fielding of the shortstop. 
Tony has something to say about the bad 
throw. 
“ One thing the fans don’t realize is 
that the players travel from climate to 
climate and the change of weather can 
affect a ball player’s arm. Travelling 
from Houston to Atlanta would be a good 
example.” 
What Tony fails to tell you is the 
player's arm is sore from literally 
trying to grab the stewardess’ attention 
on the flight over. 
And what about those die-hard fans? 
Once each season Tony 
and Curt 
broadcast from a stadium of one of the 
perennial cellar-dwelters who average 
about 10,000 fans a night — maybe 15,000 
when a contender comes to town 
By the bottom of the sixth the home 
team is being trounced 9-1 and the crowd 
has dwindled to 2,000. 
“ Win or lose this team always has its 
fans. They stick with them through thick 
(which is never) and thin (which is 
always). They really love this team,” 
says Curt. 
A close-up shot of the fans shows them 
clutching their car keys, waiting for the 
parking lot to empty so they can 
remember where they left their cars. 
Or the times when the 42-year-old 
pitcher enters the game. He’s just been 
traded to his seventh team and hasn’t 
pitched three straight innings since the 
beginning of the season.

NEW YORK (U P I) — Bob Johnson isn’t going to make 
All-America this year.

He had cancer in the upper portion of his arm and it was 
spreading to his shoulder. 
Bob Johnson returned to West Point but didn t get tbe 
proper opportunity to speak with his fellow Cadets until last 


Thursday. That chance finally came during an informal get- 
together in one of the the company theaters. A number of 
the team s football players were present. 
When Johnson began to speak, be didn’t take long getting 
to the point 
For tbe benefit of all tbe freshmen, I ’m Bob Johnson, 
captain of tbe football team, and a lot of people don’t 
understand what happened,” he said 
“ I d like to let 
everybody here know what happened and why I can t play ” 
Johnson explained how team captains are elected the year 
previously, then said: 
I have a tumor in my right arm 
He said the required radiation treatment made tbe bone 
brittle, and that a sharp blow, such as he might experience if 
he eontinnued playing football, could possibly snap tbe bone. 
1 ve done a great deal of thinking about this," be went 
on. “and one of the most difficult things for me to do was 
come back and face you guys.” 
Bob Johnson swallowed hard.

The most promising fishing report of the week comes from Hon 
Lmdstrom, Marina Manager at Lake Nacimiento Hon says white 
bass fishing is really hot, with the fish increasing in size despite 
the heavy angling pressure 
Black bass are also plentiful, but not as large, and catfishing is 
good in the shallows 
No reports as to the trout in the Nacimiento 
Hiver below the dam The river was supposedly 
planted some time back. Access is through 
Camp Huberts and anyone interested should call 
the gate house before taking the long trip, as 
fishing hours and days are restricted 
With no planting in local waters, trout fishing 
is slow lajpez Like reports a few trout taken 
using bait and trolling in the deep water Bass 
fishing is slow but liable to pick up in the fall 
when the heavy angling pressure is over Lots of blue gill and red 
eared perch 
We fished Margarita I<ake last week with very little luck Lots 
of small blue gill and crappie hitting in the deeper water and some 
catfish in the area of White Oak Flats 
The fishing at this time of year at Margarita may not be the 
best, but we still claim that this is one of the most beautiful and 
restful spots on the central coast An ideal place to spend a day 
just sitting and fishing, with nothing biting to spoil a restful day 
It s a pity most people ignore the fishing advice and philosophy 
of Izaak Walton We highly recommend his book, The Compleat 
Angler 
It's old fashioned, but there's a lot of truth in it 
If you re heading north to do some fishing, the Pacific lias and 
Electric Company Stream Scouts recommend the Kern Hiver 
area, where lakes and creeks are full and clear. 
Also, check out the San Joaquin area, especially the river beloV 
Millerton Lake 
Generally, however, freshwater fishing is on the slow side for 
this time of year. 
Ocean Fishing 
The salmon situation is still poor. The kings are down deep, 
accessible only to the commercial fishermen Bottom fishing has 
been good, as usual, but the weather has been fickle 
The albacore are still with us, about the same distance out <45- 
50 miles» but they have been scattered and the takes have been 
small. 
One small boat hit the long fins about 30 miles out and managed 
to bring in some nice fish They claim they later ran into huge 
packs of birds, porpoises and fish all working together The fish 
tuna, hard to catch when playing on the surface 
Hunting 
Dove season opened recently, but the nights are getting cold and 
the birds are starting to move out The season runs until Sept 30, 
then again from Nov. 2^Dec 8 
The Department of Fish and Came has published some answers 
to oft-asked questions about dove hunting. 
For instance, in California the absolute limit is 10 per hunter for 
one day, 20 for two or more days. A hunter may not help a friend 
make his limit. In taking doves to a processing plant for cleaning 
and storing, they must be tagged with hunters signature, address, 
license number, total number and kind of doves, and date killed. 
Doves stored or being processed count as being in the possession 
limit. 
Seasons — Band tailed pigeons Sept 28-Oct 27 in north. Dec. 14-Jan 12 
in rest o! state Open season for brush, cottontail and pigmy rabbits and 
other hare in Southern Cal. on Sept 1. Also on Sept 1, open mourning 
dove season statewide and open white-winged dove season in Imperial, 
Riverside and San Bernardino co*unties. Close deer season Sept. 15.

Quadraplegic makes 
the best of new life 


SAN DIEGO, Calif UP1 — 
If someone had handed me a stack 
of blueprints of what my life could have been, you can be sure I 
would not have chosen becoming a quadraplegic." 


But 30 months after a nearly fatal freeway crash, Daniel W. 
Monzingo has no choice. 
That s what 1 am, so 1 make the best of it, he says. 
This wheelchair —it could be sadviUe or the road to suicide, 
or it can be whatever I can make of it." 
After months of pain and therapy, Monzingo, who suffered a 
broken neck and severed spinal cord, understands he must adjust 
to lifelong paralysis from the neck down. 
'1 feel too fortunate to be alive and so fortunate to have the 
family and friends that 1 have to let depression set in,’ he says. 
Ten years ago when the class of 1964 marched out of Hoover 
High School, Daniel Monzingo was at the top of everybody 's list of 
* most likely to succeed " His term as student body president had 
just ended and his school years had been active, including stints 
with both the track and cross country teams 
Then it was on to Seattle Pacific College where be edited the 
school paper and married a pretty teacher who helped him 
through the University of Southern California Law School. 
He passed the California bar on his first try and went to work for 
the Jenkins and Perry law firm here But then came that rear-end 
crash the night of Dec 29.1971. 
“ My wife and 1 promised each other we would not let this thing 
mean the end of life for us, that we would continue to lead as 
normal a life as possible," says Monzingo. 
Today he working for the same law firm. He appears helpless as 
he sits in his electric wheelchair, his arm propped up by a 
mechanical support and his fingers sheathed in a hand split. 
But Monzingo is supporting his wife and three-year-old daughter 
by doing research and handling business transactions for the firm. 
Rehabilitation specialists have equipped him with a special "lazy 
Susan" desk 
With a touch control he can operate from the hand split and 
arm support, the table top revolves, bringing the attorney his 
papers, files or special telephone and dictaphone. 
Monzingo s courage earned him a special award from Gov. 
Ronald Reagan in 1973 as the State Department of Rehabilita­ 
tion's outstanding réhabilitant. 
"W e ve had to rearrange our values," Monzingo says. "Being 
concerned about being able to afford something new, which might 
worry a lot of other people, is a small thing compared to being 
alive. 
“ After breathing through a respirator for months, i m grateful 
for the little things — like being able to talk and breathe for 
myself."

"Fo r a while I used to get 10 
replies a week to the advertise 
ment I run in trade publica 
lions, 
he said 
Now 
I'm 
lucky to average one every two 
weeks 


" I traveled 50,000 miles a 
year but it is going to be a lot 
less now because it «antique 
wood type i is just not there." 


When the wood type is gone 
—to antique collectors, mu­ 
seums or housewives who just 
want to make an attractive 
collage —there won t be any 
replacements 
"From about 1828 to 1900 it 
was used extensively," Henry 
said "But offset «cold type« 
replaced it in 95 per cent of the 
weekly newspapers across the 
country 
There 
won't 
be 
anym ore 
It 
can t 
be 
reproduced, it’s too expensive. 
It was handrouted «carved»." 
Henry finds his wooden type 
in small town print shops and 
rural newspapers primarily. 
Many have closed through the 
years and unloaded the type 
inexpensively before it became 
a popular decorating trend 
He can get a better price 
from dealers or print shop 
owners 
who 
think 
of 
the 
merchandise in terms of its old 
use rather than as an ’ antique 
commodity. 
"Fo r a time I would leave 
behind the type trays because I 
didn't think they were worth 
carrying home," Henry said. 
"Now I wish I had them all. 
They re making 'em again in 
Old Mexico but they use bad 
wood and they re not as good. 
" I have approximately 1.2U0 
to 1,500 drawers of wood type 
and about 9,000 copper coated 
cuts and 3,000 type trays. 
In his travels Henry has 
acquired priceless cuts he has 
no plans to sell, including an 
America« flag with 33 stars and 
a political advertisement cut 
for 
William 
McKinley 
and 
Theodore Roosevelt. 
For the nation s bicentennial 
celebration 
Henry 
has 
put 
together three collages, each of 
which sold immediately. An 
advertising 
salesman 
once 
bought up several large wooden 
pieces of type and put together 
a 
collage of 
mostly 
block 
letters 
which 
a 
paper 
m a n u fa ctu rer 
used 
to 
photograph and reproduce on 
decorative Kleenex boxes. 
Henry 
said 
his claim 
of 
largest stock in the United 
States was challenged only 
once by a fellow dealer from

suggested they match stock

collection to the winner, the

Regionalization is trying to 
get people not to do some 
thing, he said “ It is a matter 
of concentrating all the equip 
ment and personnel in a given 
area into one hospital in order 
to centralize care for all the 
trauma patients 
That s the 
way you maximize care 


But it s hard getting hospi­ 
tals to think about patients 
first and then hospital prestige 
and competition Those always 
seem to get in the way ." 


Boyd 
made his share of 
enemies across the state To 
start the program, he took his 
idea to places where he had the 
best chance of winning —to city 
planners and hospital boards 
and staffs 
He bypassd the 
American Medical Association 
and the American College of 
Surgeons —two places where 
he thought support would be 
difficult to enlist. 


"Any place where doctors 
have tried to deal with trauma 
before I came along, it s hard 
to get the program started ' he 
said 
"There’s

jealousy." 


But as one hospital official

Scientists might predict tremors

predict the time, locale and 
strength of earthquakes The 
question now is how the public 
and government agencies will 
respond to the threat of a 
major tremor. 
"The prediction capability is 
developing much more rapidly 
than all but a few scientists 
believed possible." said Dr. 
Robert H. Hamilton, chief of 
the U. S. Geological Survey's 
O ffic e 
of

Research 
Consequently, serious con 
sideration of how predictions 
can be used most effectively 
began only recently . ' 
Two small earthquakes, one 
in upper New York state and 
another in California, were 
successfully predicted within 
the past year Hamilton said 
regular earthquake prediction 
capability apparently is not far 
away. 
In an editorial in Eos, the 
journal of the American Geo­ 
physical Union, Hamilton said 
that 
the 
shift 
from 
the 


relatively crude predictive ex­ 
periments of today to a reliable 
and 
useful 
quake 
forecast 
technique probably will not be 
very orderly 
"There will be competition 
among scientists to be first 
with a prediction, which will 
result in predictions based on 
evidence 
that 
is far from 
convincing The reliability of a 
stated prediction will be ar­ 
gued. Public officials will be 
called upon to take action 
without really understanding 
the scientific arguments." 
An unsuccessful prediction 
by the Geological Survey in 
California last year received 
wide 
p ublic 
attention . 
Hamilton said the reaction of 
scientists, 
public 
officials, 
news media and the public will 
be less frivolous the first time a 
potentially destructive quake is 
predicted

Settlement fund 


A great deal of discussion 
has taken place in county 
circles concerning the use of a 
$775,000 oil spill settlement 
fund. 
Much 
of 
the 
discussion 
centered over whether or not 
the fund should be used to 
reduce the expected increase 
in the county tax rate. This 
was vetoed last week in the 
recom m endation 
by 
the 
county 
auditor-controller 
because he did not have the 
funds “in hand.” 
Since that time, the county 
has been assured that the 


settlement will be paid on 
schedule, the first week of 
September as ordered by a 
federal court. 


The county intends to boost 
the tax rate by 13 cents over 
the previous year. Use of the 
settlement fund would have 
had an impact of 10 cents. 


As much as anybody else, 
we 
deplore 
rising 
taxes. 
However, we believe that the 
$775,000 settlement fund was 
meant to be just that, a 
settlement for the damages 
incurred by the county during 


the disastrous oil spill a few 
years back. If the county did, 
indeed, suffer financial loss, it 
is only right that the fund be 
used to replace such financial 
loss. 
The beaches of the county 
did take a beating during that 
oil spill. They are relatively 
c l e a n 
now. 
H o w e v e r , 
improvement of beach areas 
throughout the county could 
be a good use for this money. 
Although Ocean Park beach 
was not affected by the spill, 
it would be a good place to 
start improvements.

above dem ocracy. T here is a retired 
general in T exas, for one, who believes 
m ilitary rule in A m erica is inevitable; 
as he puts it, i f we ran everything like 
a division, we wouldn t have half the 
problem s." 


This is not to say the hob-nail m inds 
seriously threaten the m ilitary indeed 
the dim w its now as alw ays are a very 
sm all m inority.

The state Finance D epartm ent has 
m ade a prediction which m ust be m ost 
frightening to m any, especially those of 
th e 
y o u n g e r, 
g e n e r a tio n

com m encing their fam ilies. Population 
experts in the state agency forsee a 
doubling of C alifornia’s population in the 
next 45 years 


Already the m ost populous state in the 
nation, C alifornia has been suffering 
from growth pains ever since WW 11. 
But in the past two y ears the population 
has levelled at slightly over 20 million as 
m igration to the Golden S tate cam e to a 
virtual halt 


So 
the 
projection 
of

population, reaching perhaps 43 million 
by the year 2020, is not a w elcom e one to 
a state whose schools and other public 
facilities 
including 
such 
basics 
as 
sew ers 
and 
w ater 
are 
presently 
inadequate in m any areas 


What has com pounded California s 
problem s 
h as 
been 
the 
alm ost 
unrestrained 
capitalization 
on 
the 
growth 
phenom ena 
by 
speculative 
developers who have w andered into the 
outlying 
suburban 
areas 
where the 
absence of m unicipal services m ade 
land cheaper 
The result has been a 
soaring of taxes to provide facilities 
necessary to the developm ents It has 
been 
a 
transfer 
of 
true 
costs 
of 
developm ent from the developer to the 
public For the uncontrolled growth of 
suburbs in unincorporated areas has 
brought with it a proliferation of special 
districts 
and 
innum erable 
alm ost 
insoluble problem s not the least of 
which has been the insatiable dem and 
for more and more tax dollars to cope 
with growth 
The 
predictions 
place 
20 
million 
people in the three southern counties of 
Los Angeles, San Diego and Orange, and 
holds little hope of relief from m ore 
urban spraw ls than the possibility that 
such growth may be discouraged by 
energy shortages which would force 
greater concentrations within the cities 


Urban spraw l or g re a te r density on 
the cities both have been viewed as 
horrible 
spectres 
by 
an 
increasing 
num ber of Californians for the past 
several years, particularly am ong the 
m ore thoughtful younger people. For it 
has been the young generation whose 
values have changed from m aterialism 
to m ore eth ereal thinking and a concern 
for the environm ental future of tbeir 
children

The fact is th at many of their elders, 
both in public office and as private 
citizens, are attem pting to f md m eans of 
stunting, or at least controlling future 
growth.

Mr Joseph L Rauh J r , concerning 
whose activities 1 w as for several years 
perhaps the world s leading expert, has

K ilpatrick, whose advice on alm ost all 
m atters is best taken unquestionmgly — 
on a m atter of great public interest 
What 
happened 
is

K ilpatrick 
spotted

Rauh engaged in one 
of the cutest m aneuv­ 
ers of the legal se a ­ 
son, whose purpose is 
to intim idate anyone 
who seeks to help v ic­ 
tim s of abusive labor

Mr. K ilpatrick had g rea t good fun at the 
expense of Mr 
R auh's reputation for 
standing up for the rights of privacy by 
exposing 
this 
m aneuver,

privacy back in the fifties, when he w as 
bribing a con m an to slip him alleged 
records of the private thoughts and 
doings of Senator Joseph M cCarthy. 
Rauh got badly burned on th at one, and

But he has long since fully recovered, 
and is not attem pting to undo the 
invaluable work of the Right to Work

D e fe n se 
and

Foundation, which has cham pioned such 
exalted causes as m y own, protesting 
against com pulsory m em bership in the 
A m erican Federation of Television and 
Radio A rtists as a precondition to giving 
my view s on public affairs over radio 
arid 
television 
The 
Right to Work 
Defense 
Foundation 
w as 
patterned 
exactly after the NAACP Defense Fund 
which w as, and is, tax deductible; and 
quite properly so as a public-interest 
enterprise. 
The approach of the wily Rauh has 
been to persuade a judge to swallow the 
following line of reasoning; 
1) The 
Landrum G riffin Bill of 1959, which 
sought to curb som e of the m ost copious 
abuses of 
labor 
unions, 
guarantees 
certain rights to individual m em bers of 
labor 
unions 
However, 
obviously 
intending a genture to the union leaders, 
the Act stipulates th a t no “ interested 
em ployer" m ay finance a suit against 
the union This m eans that if John Jones, 
an em ploye of W oolw orths, is depicted 
by his union of a right guaranteed him 
by the law, he ca n ’t ask his boss to 
contribute to the expenses of a law yer to 
protest that abuse 
The phrase w as 
unfortunate in the first place, since one 
would think th at an em ployer above all 
should be interested that the rights of 
his own em ployes should be protected; 
but look now the lengths to which M r. 
Rauh is taking it. 
21 He has contended that the N ational 
R ight to Work Foundation is really a 
front for these em ployers. That every 
tim e the head of W oolworth s gives a 
hundred dollars to th e N ational R ight to 
Work D efense Fund (address: 1990 M

Many of the 
150,000 people who have given money 
can do so with relative im punity. The 
labor union m em ber who seeks relief 
cannot easily defend him self against the 
charge of consorting with the enem y.
